THE CARE OF NERVE 
PATIENTS 

OR the last five years I have devoted myself 
FF simoet entirely to the charge of patients suf- 
fering from neurasthenia, and, on the whole, find 
them much less trying than most people think. 
One cannot say they are easy people to deal with, 
but I always hold that everything lies in the way 
they are managed. Some nurses, for instance, 
say we ought never to sympathise with them, as 
it makes them worse. I, on the contrary, always 
make a point of letting them pour out all their 
woes and grievances, and tell me about their ail- 
ments, and for the first few days I sympathise 
with them to a certain extent, and thus gain their 
confidence. After that, things are comparatively 
easy, and I can generally do anything with them. 
If they are very bad, they find reading a diffi- 
culty, as they cannot concentrate their ideas, but 
it is good for them to make the effort, for any 
effort they make to help themselves is a step in 
the right direction. 

After the first day or two, I do not allow them 
to talk of themselves at all, but the moment they 
try to do so, I give them some work, or a piece of 
knitting, and turn the conversation to some sub- 
ject which by that time I have found out interests 
them. This distracts their thoughts for a short 
time from their own personal affairs. One gener- 
ally finds they have a fixed idea in their mind 
that they will never be well. This one must 
combat with great energy, and cheer them up by 
telling them their recovery is only a question of 
time, and as soon as their body is nourished 
enough by good food, and rested by lying in bed, 
and their nerves built up, the depression will pass 
away. Of course, I am referring here to persons 
doing the rest cure. As they are generally very 
exhausted in the morning, it is well to begin their 
day at seven with a glass of hot milk. Then let 
them take their bath, and do their toilet. After 
that a very substantial breakfast—eggs, fish, 
toast, and tea or milk—ought to be given, and if 
they will eat it, porridge.

These free nurses went 
at every request to every operation. There was 
n®» sending them out of the room, no spread sheets 
and averted faces, so disturbing to the doctor 
needs the observant help of the nurse. 
Limits which through unanticipated circum 
stances may, and must, be over-stepped any 
minute, cannot be drawn where there is a ques 
tion of professional duty. For outside help in 
military nursing without sufficient training and 
organisation, as is fashionable among society 
ladies, Dr. Meisner does not care. Theoretical 
instruction is not enough, nursing may be taught 
in theory, but it is only learnt by the bedside 
There are organisations like the Johannit Associa 
tion (similar to our ambulance societies), which 
meet the need for outside nursing help during 
war. But when isolated women rush to the scene 
of war, no doubt with good intentions, but with 
no organisation, they will never do real good 
They deal out their gifts with no method, and 
they are more in the way than of use, as the 
horrors of war rob them of self-control. Often, 
says Dr. Meisner, there are romantic motives that 
guide them, a desire to be near a husband, or at 
least to care for others, who are in like danger, or 
to find the twin soul which in the anxiety at home 
went missing! 
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LEARN to limit yourself, to content yourself, 
with some definite thing, and some definite 
work; dare to be what you are, and learn to 
resign with a good grace all that you are not, and 
to believe in your own individuality.—Amiel.
